Claims 1-7 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-7 
are allowable over the prior art of record. The two-step synthetic route of generating a 
substituted thiazolyl-amino pyrimidinyl piperazines of formula I: 



wherein R is H, (d-CeJalkyl, (C 0 -C 6 )alkyl-NR a R b , or (C 0 -C 6 )alkyl-C(O)N(R e ) 2 ; R 1 is H, or 
unsubstituted or substituted (C1-C6)alkyl; R 6 is independently selected from H, phenyl, 
halogen, CN, pyridyl and R a , R b , R e are as defined in the claims, was found to be 
patentably distinct over the prior art. 

Prior art does not teach or suggest the presently claimed method for making 
substituted thiazolyl-amino pyrimidinyl piperazines in a two-step process by adding 2- 
amino-5-cyanothiazole, dichloropyrmidine, and K 3 P0 4 to DMF to provide an 
intermediate: 2-[(6-chloropyrimidin-4-yl)amino]-1,3-t- hiazole-5-carbonitrile, and reacting 
the intermediate with N-lsopropyl-2-piperazin-1-ylacetamide in n-butanol in the 
presence of triethylamine to give the desired product shown below.
